Neither fhall I trouble my felf with noting any of his 
former failings (unlefs Collacerally) which ‘may (I queftion not, 
upon a ftri&t examen) equal the hairs of his head for number ; 
though I prefume it would be not an affront, bur favour unto A- 
Rtrologyfotodo. Yet» Notwithftanding his great fame and [ fup- 

ofed] great skill, Y may (I hope) be bold to retort che Errouts of 
is this years _Aferiin upon him, becaufe he hath therejn fo noto- 
rionfly deviated from Art, and.fo prodigionfly efcandalized the 
fame.
